The President agreed that the 
Republican party needs strength­ 
ening He said that the enactm ent 
of programs for the benefit of all 
Americans is the kind of thing that 
will put the GOF over 
Mr. Eisenhower did not indicate 
whether he will be a candidate for 
reelection 
But he did observe at 
erne point that he had never gone 
into any kind of a fight feeling that 
be had all the strength that he 
would like to have

ed a wide range of news confer 
met questions running from the 
Senate stock market investigation 
to the possibility of war in Asia 
Here’s what he had to say 
Slock market:

Several days ago this newspaper 
carried a story about the Lincoln 
Head brick and today relates what 
a lot of persons knew —that they' 
were made at the M clntire brick 
kilns at Equality a half century 
ago 
The earlier story told of children 
finding such a brick near Karber's 
Ridge and it was learned that a 
Lincoln Head brick is in a sidewalk 
on Dayton street in Harrisburg.

Mr. M clntire Mid the Lin 
coin Head brick w as made in 
1903 or 1904 by an em ploye of 
M clntire and .Son w hose nam?

W heeler. 
Mr. 
* W heeler got hold of a brick 
w ith L incoln’s head on it, made 
bim a mold out of babbit and 
started pressing these bricks. 
He made and sold several hun­ 
dred of them to people who 
used them for ornam ental pur­ 
poses. 
W here the late Mr W heeler re 
sided in Equality, now the home 
o f Em ery Bennett, there is quite 
a num ber of Lincoln Head bricks 
in 
the 
sidewalk 
leading 
to 
the 
house. 
The Equality brick kilns were 
founded bv Thad M clntire’$ father. 
W illiam M clntire. who started his 
brick and tile business in Equalitv 
in 1897 
, 
t 
“Equality was quite a place back 
in those days,” the son rem inisced 
Shaw neetow n high 
The father in 1900 took his son. 
Thad. into the business with him 
and the business, w hich also sold 
oth er types of building m aterials, 
was called W illiam M clntire and 
Son after that. 
The making of brick and tile 
continued until 1915 and the 
next year the father died. 
His 
son continued the business un 
til 1930. 
Since that tim e he 
has owned a 600 acre farm in 
M ountain 
tow nship 
and 
has 
fished a lot at Round Pond, 
w here he had a cabin from 
1919 until 1953.

“The black land around Mrscou-

He was born 
in a log shack, the son of a tenant 
farm er with six other children 
He borrowed $5 from his grand 
father and went to Carbondale as 
a youth to enroll in the teacher"’ 
college there, paying his tuition 
with his earnings a" a rural "chooi- 
teacher. 
But after a couple of years he 
quit to join the air force in World 
War I. 
During the depression 
Presley 
borrowed school buses and organ­ 
ized tours for youngsters who had 
no other amusement. He took them 
through the woods and to historic 
spots, and he fed them at CCC 
camps at 14 cents a meal. 
Charles Jewel, 
a Chicago in­ 
surance executive in southern Illi­ 
nois on business, was impressed by 
Presley> good works, and told the 
mail carrier: 
“ If you ever need any help let 
me know.” 
Presley took him up on it 
For 
years southern Illinois had wanted 
to expand Carbondale Teachers’ 
College into a university. But Chi 
cage and the rest of the state de­ 
feated each attempt in the State 
Legislature. 
On Presley’s urging Jewel got 
Chicago businessmen and its state

behind 
the 
proposal. 
The bill passed in 1941 
In recent years labor racketeer­ 
ing threatened 
southern Illinois’ 
economy and ham strung construc­ 
tion of atomic energy installations 
at Joppa, 111., and Kevil, Ky. 
Presley, who believes in start­ 
ing at the top, borrowed money 
for a trip to Washington and asked 
officials of Hie 
Justice D epart­ 
ment and Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion Co intervene.

But nobody had any money, so 
Presley went to the bank of M ar­ 
io n , III., and borrowed $10,000 with­ 
out security. 
The foundation col­ 
lected enough to repay the loan. 
Presley thought the General Fed­ 
eration of Women’s Clubs might 
help raise the three million dollars 
for the cross. 
So he borrowed 
some more money, went to Wash­ 
ington and enlisted the support of 
the organization’s president, Mrs. 
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Problem Driver Is 
A U -round Problem 
DETROIT (IF—A man who has 
studied problem drivers for more 
than 20 years takes issue with the 
popular belief that mild-mannered 
persons often turn into reckless 
menaces when they slide behind 
the steering wheel of an automo­ 
bile. 
Alan Canty, executive director 
of the psychopathic clinic of De 
troit’s recorder's court, said it ju-d 
doesn’t happen. 
Any problem driver is also a so­ 
cial misfit when he's not behind 
the steering wheel, according to 
Canty. The symptoms might jn-t 
be harder to find when the prob 
lem driver is away from the car, 
he explained. 
Canty has studied drivers since 
the early 1930's. 
Since October, 
1936, he has headed Detroit’s spe­ 
cial psychopathic traffic division. 
The division, until recently 
the 
only one of its kind in the nation, 
studies problem drivers brought 
before traffic judges.

"The chronic violator Is a social 
problem child." Canty said. 
"His 
traffic misbehavior is but a symp­ 
tom of his personality maladjust­ 
m ent. 
"The sam e factors which came 
m arital unhappiness, divorce an ! 
separations, frequent job changes, 
economic distress and unhealthy 
recreational activities contribute to 
his contempt for the social and 
legal conventions as exemplified 
by his chronic defiance of the traf- , 
fie laws. 
" lf automobiles had never been 
invented. mo>t of our violation 
prone drivers would still be rec­ 
ognizable as problem chi Kin 1 in 
our society through their inability 
to conform to the social and 1< gal 
conventions.
